CANON WELCH DELIVERS 
A SERMON TO MOTHERS. 


“Halt the misery in the world 
arises from unhappy marriages, en- 
tered into thoughtlessly and wanton- 
ly)” said the Rev, Canon Welch, of 
Toronto, in ¢ much-discussed sermon 
delivered last week on Annunciation 
Day, March 25th, The Church of Eng- 
land cathedral was crowded by an in- 
terested audience, consisting in part 
ofthe members ofsthe Mothers’ Un- 
ion They listened attentively as the 
Canon urged upon them the import: 
ance of parents making children real 
ize that marriage was a serious and 
sacred thing, The divorce courts re- 
cord on the result.of dlhadvised mar- 
riages told its-own story of lack of 
ideals, 

In this sermon which has been well 
reported in various Toronto. papers 
and in the occasion that brought it 
out may be seen a spreading to Can- 
ada of the movement elsewhere — to 
bring about some sense of common 
helptulness and support among the 
methers of the nation, lecally er in a 
Dominion-wide form. It is a move- 
ment significant of the age, and not 
out of place among the mothers, who 
are, as President Roosevelt’ puts it, 
to be regarded us other soldiers of the 
nation, 

Canon Welch evidently considers 
Annunciation Day as the appropriate 
day for the reunion of mothers, as the 
festival of Christmas has Jong ago 
been appropriated as the day savred 
to reunions of the entire family. He 
explained that the Festival of — the 
Annunciation kept alive the divine 
message brought by the Archangel 
that Jesus was to be born. It was a 
day of consecration of motherhood, 
and a special day for thanksgiving 
aud iutercession, On this festival the 
sanctity of marriage was upheld, the 
great responsibility of motherhood 
was awakened in woman, and bands 
of mothers were organized in various 
places for the purpose ot uniting in 
prayer and by example to lead tamil- 
ies to holiness, 

The dignity and importance of the 
family as a divine institution were 
spoken of by Canon Welch, He point- 
ed out how the ideal oi family lite was 
elevated by the coming of Jesus 
Christ into the world, He referred 
to the relationship of husbands and 
wife, parents and children, brother 
and sister, and he then dwelt at 
length upon the high nature of the 
marriage tie, its possibilities of hap- 
piness or misery, of inspiration and 
development on the one hand or iin- 
peded spiritual and mental growth on 
the other, 

He concluded with the strong state- 
ment that half the misery in the 
world arises from unhappy marriages,

‘The garden is at outdoor Tivit 
room, but we are too prone to consi¢ 
er it a place in which to dig, We 
forget that it ean bé anade as com 
fortable a place in which to receive 
Our gests as our parlors, and ft is 
certainly a far more enjoyable place 
to spend an vening after a hard sum- 
tmer’s day’ work in an office than a 
stuffy room in a house, or the cramp- 
ed quarters on a porch, 

The moet important article of furni- 
ture for this outdoor living room is 
something to sit on, Have some good 
comfettable chairs and benches on 
which you can, rest after the strena- 
ous Wotk of spading, weeding and 
spraying, 

During these breathing spells you 
can gloat over your garden and plan 
how to make it bettet, which will 
make you forget the fatigue of fight- 
ing the weeds and the bugs. 

Seats for the garden may ‘be had 
with or without backs, and straight 
or circular in form, Whatever you 
have, it must be comfortable, Have 
the seats well coated with paint to 
protect them from the weather, 

Summer houses, arbors and pergo- 
las are really luxuries, in the garden, 
but so much enjoyment can be got- 
ten from them: that you should have 
one of them, 

Put the summer liouse where, it will 
command a view of the garden with- 
ont giving it undue prominence, and 
plant vines around it to cover it.

SUFFRAGETTE WAR KITE. 


How Ladies Sent a Message to British 
Parliament. 


London, April 1—The — suffragettes 
completely baffled the whole of the 
police force at Westminster one day 
last week, and succeeded in addres- 
sing both houses of parliament 

Shortly before the Commons met at 
neon, two women arrived at Vine 
wharf, at the foot of Lambeth bridge, 
with three pareels containing one mile 
Mf strong string, a blue and white war 
kite, and a huge yellow flag, on which 
was printed in bold black letters, 
“Votes for Women, Albert hall, Mar. 
19.”" 
As Big Ben boomed the hour a mere 
man who had been impressed for the 
service, as suffragettes cannot fly war- 
kites, ascended to a roofin the wharf, 
and sent the kite and flay on its jour- 
ney towards the Vietoria tower, a 
quarter of a mile away. 

First it sailed boldly over the venti- 
lating shait, then played in the wind 
in front of the terrace, next dominat- 
ed Palace yard, and was finely man 
oeuvred to attract attention all around 
the Palace of Westminster. 

It was not long before the police 
were on the alert and the inspector 
at Palace yard in consultation as to 
how this “breach of privilege” should 
Se dealt with. Crowds of Westminster 
schoolboys came to see the flag. Mem- 
bers of parliament eallied out to the 
terrace and read it. Passers-by laugh- 
ed, and the suffragettes, a quarter of a 
mile away, smiled at their victory, 

After three hours the police “had no 
orders.” A wag in the crowd suggest- 
ed the kite should be shot; another 
thought it ought to be ‘‘arrested.” An 
officer made inquiries, but the string 
was not tracked to its lair, and fin- 
ally the suffragettes’ retired, having 
achieved their purpose.

The farmer who has 
some of his grain in the ground in 
March is enabled to devote more time 
to other ‘seeding operations and-— to 
the tilling of the soil after sowing, 
but these are practically the only nk 
vantages to be derived. The grain 
itself usually stays in the ground fer 
some days or even weeks, the spring 
frosts interfering with the process #1 
vermination., This was. especially no- 
ticenble in’ some districts in 1906, 
when. wheat sown in February ripened 
later than other wheat sown in April, 
Government. ofticinks and other ex; 
perts who have studied crop cendi- 
tjons for a period pf years dectare that 
the best results are usually obtained, 
in the case.ol wheat, irom seed, sown 
between April 16 and April 30.—Both

SYNOPSIS OF CAN 
HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 

Any even numbered section of Do- 
minion Lands in Manitoba or the North- 
West Provinces exceptping 8 and 26, not 
reserved, may be home-steaded by any 
person the sole head of a family, or male 
over 18 years of age, to the extent of one- 
quarter section, of 160 acres, more or 
less. 

Application for homestead entry must 
be made in person by the applicant at 
a Dominion Land Agency or sub agency 
entry by proxy may, however, be made 
at any agency on certain con- 
ditions by the father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister of an intend- 
ing homesteader, 

An application for eutry or cancella- 
tion made personally at any Sub-Agent’s 
office may be wired to the Agent by the 
Sub-Agent, at the expense of the appli- 
cant, and if the land applied for is va- 
ca on receipt of the telegram such 
application is to have priority and the 
land will be held until the necessary pa- 
pers to complete the transaction are re- 
ceived by mail. 

In case of “‘personation” of fraud the 
applicant will forfeit afl priority of 
claim or if entry has been granted it 
will be summarily cencelled. 

An application for concellation must 
be made in person, The applicant must 
be eligible for homestead entry and po 
other application will he received from 
an individual until that application has 
been disposed of. 

Where an entry is cancelled aubse- 
quent to institution for cancellation pro- 
ceedings the applicant for cancellation 
will be entitled to prior right of entry. 

Applicant for cancellation must state 
in what particulars the homesteader is 
in default 

A homesteader whose entry is not the 
subject of cancellation proceedings may, 
subject to the approval of Department

relinquish it in favour of father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister if eligi- 
hle, bat to no one eles, on filing declar- 
ation of ahandonment. 

Duties.—A settler is requited to per- 
form the duties under one of the follow- 
ing plans: 

(1) At least six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each year 
doring the term of three yeara. 

(2) A homestender may, if he so de. 
sires, perform the required residence du- 
ties by living on farming land owned 
solely by him, not lese than eighty (80) 
sores in extent, in the vicinity of his 
homestead. Joint ownership in land 
will not moet this requirement. 

(5) If the father (or mother, if the the 
father is deceased) of a homesteadar has 
permanent residence on farming land 
owned solely by him, not leas than eighty 
(80) acres in extent, in the vicinity of 
the homestead or upon a homestead en- 
tered for by him in the vicinity, such 
homesteader may perform his own resi- 
dence duties by living with the father 
(or mother), 

(4) ashe term “vicinity” in the two 
preceding ,aragraphe is defined as mean- 
ing not more than nine miles in a direct 
line, exclusive of the width of road al- 
lowances crossed in che measurement, 

(5) A homesteader intending to per- 
form his residence duties in necordance 
with the above while living with parents 
or on farming land owned by himself 
must notify the Agont for the district 
of such intention, 

Before making application for patent 
the settler must give six months’ notice 
in writing to the Commissioner of Dom- 
inion Lands at Ottawa, of his intention 
to do so. 

Synopsis of Canadian Northwest Mining 
Regulations. 

Coal.—Coal minting righta may be leaa- 
ed for a period of twenty-one years at 
more than 2.560 acres shall be leased to 
one individual or company. A_ royalty 
at the rate of five cents per ton shall be 
er on the merchantable coal: min- 
ed, 

Quartz.—A person eighteen years of 
jage, or over, having discovered mineral 
in place, may locate a claim 1,500x1,500 
feet. 

The fee for recording a claim is $5. 

At least $100 must be expended on the 
claim each year or paid to the mining 
recorder in lieu thereof. When $500 has 
been expended or paid, the locator may, 
}upon having a survey made, and upon 
complying with other requirements, pur- 
chase the land at $1 per acre. 

The patent provides for the payment 
of a royalty of 2 1-2 per cent. on the 
sales. 

Placer mining eclaima generally are 100 
| feet square; entry fee $5, renewable year- 
ly. 

An applicant may obtain two leases to 
dredge for gold of five miles each for a 
term of twenty years, renewable at the 
discretion of the Minister of the Interior, 

The lesseo shall have a dredge in op: 
eration within one season from the date 
of the lease for edgh five miles. Rental 
$10 per annum for each mile of river 
leased. Royalty at the rate of 2 1-2 per 
cent. collected on the output after it ex- 
ceeds $10,000,

ENGLISH MARATHON 27 MILES. 


London, April 1. Rules and condi- 
tions for the Marathon run to be held in 
connection with the Olympic games this 
summer have been arranged, the date 
having been fixed for July 25. Although 
the race is scheduled as being forty kilo- 
metres, or about 24 4-5 miles it is now 
certain that the contestants will have to 
cover more than 26 miles betore reach- 
ing the tape inside the: great Stadium 
now nearing completion. Several chang- 
es already have been made in the route 
oviginally mapped out, and thére ts still 
some doubt as to where the long race 
will start. If the start takes place at 
the Victoria statue, immediately outside 
the gates leading to Windsor Castle, the 
distance wiil be twenty-six miles to the 
edge of the Stadium. If, however, the 
start be from the terrace of the historic 
castle, for which it is hoped the king 
will give his permission, it is figured 
that this would mean an additional sev- 
en hundred yards to be covered, exelu- 
sive of the lap of one-third of a mile 
on the Stadium track at the finish. This 


would make the race one of nearer 27 
iniles than 26.

When you are elosely checked and 
have possession of the ball, don’t make 
a pass if you think you will fumble it, 
better to hold it as long as you can, ev- 
en till it’s Knocked out of your stick, 
than to give your opponents a chance 
to intercept. Keep it until some one re- 
lieves you. 

Don't expect another player to run 
after the ball when it's out of play, +f 
he is farther away from it than vou are 
Thé player who is nearest to the ball 
should chase it. Circumstances to gov 


ern this rule; save each other's strength 


and wind as much as possible, 

Don't go on the field with any inten- 
tion of getting even with an opponent 
over some personal grudge. Remember 
dirty work makes a bad impression in 
the grand stand. 

Don’t forget that it pays sometimes 
to pass the hall back to the player 


who passes ‘it to you. Before passing to 


someone else. Many local players neg- 
lect to do this. 

Don't think when you are up on the 
home and trying to score it’s absolutely 
wrong to pass back in the direction of 
your own goal. Better to do this some- 
times and bring other players into the 
play, than to try and pass the odd de- 
fenee man. 

Don’t take too many chance shots on 
goal. Better to pass the ball and work 
it in by combination play and be sure 
of your work, than to waste time by 
erratic shots at the net. Some players 
like to stand away out from goal and 
blaze away into a network of lacrosse 
sticks, but this is poor judgment.
